When Colley died her son, Bill Coffey of 
Richfield, acquired her collection and has 
had it in storage for the past three years. He 
loaned Stanton and artist Bo Adnms the ani- 
mals for the diorama they wanted to con- 
strict. 

“Bo and I just started. talking about doing 
this, and the more we talked the more things 
started to happen,” Stanton said. 

They used chicken wire and cardboard to

SALT LAKE CITY^AP) — 
The obvious advantages of water 
conservation perhaps aren't so 
obvious, after all. 

The belief that water bills wilj 
go down if everybody conserves 
may not ncccsShrily be the case. 
And the environmental advantages 
of conserving water aren't so easy 
to pinpoint, as well. Whatever 
water is saved more often than not 
is used To slake the thirst of urban 
growth. 

All of which fuels the debate 
between water experts on how 
best to spend S50 million for 


water-saving projects recently, 
xgiven to Utah by Congress. . . 

That the issue is being debated 
at all is something new to Utah, 
where residents, use more water 
than just about anybody else in 
America. 

Still, don’t expect to sec the 
water rates plummeting if resi- 
dents install low-flow shower- 
heads *or suddenly fix leaky 
faucets. Customers probably will 
end up paying the snmc amount or 
even slightly more for less water. 

The reason, according to LcRoy 
W. Hooton Jr., director of public 


'utilities for Salt Lake City, is that 
percent of the average water bill 
pays for “fixed costs” that don’t 
change if a resident uses one gallon 
of thousands of gallons of water.

Housing drives 
up cost of living 
in Salt Lake City 

SALT LAKE CITY (AP) — High 
housing costs arc driving up the cost 
of living in Salt Lake City, making it ' 
the most expensive place to live on the 
Wasatch Front, according to Weber 
State University economists. 

WSU's Center for Business and 
Economic Training and Research has 
published its "Price Watch," which shows 
that homes and rental units in Salt Lake 
City cost on average 14 percent more than 
other Wasatch Front communities. 

Provo, meantime, is the least expen- 
sive place to live % The "Price Watch . 
says that’s due mostly to low medical 
costs — just 63 percent of the 
Wasatch Front average. . 

Provo also has the cheapest housing 
costs at 83 percent of average and the 
■ lowest apparel and upkeep costs at 96 
percent, while Davis County food 
prices are the least expensive at 94. 
percent of average.

age and recreation at 97 percent,

WASHINGTON — When Majority Lead- 
er George J. Mitchell finishes presiding over 
•the Senate at thcend ofThis week, he will 
leave the institution somewhat empty-hand- 
. ed: without health care reform, without cam- 
paign finance revisions and without changing 
the Senate in any permanent way. 

He also will leave the Senate reins in Re- 
publican hands after Democrats suffered an 
embarrassing rout this month, losing nine 
seats in the worst midterm, election for the 
party since Harry Truman was president 
more than 40 years ago.

Kevorkian lawyer: \ 
Law didn’t apply 


DETROIT {AP). — The expira- 
tion of Michigan’s temporary ban 
' on assisted suicide had no effect 
on the timing of the death of an 
’ailing woman who inhaled a’fptal 
dose of carbon monoxide. Dr. Jack 
. Kevorkian’s lawyer said Sunday. 

“Our position is thm the whole 
"^hing has becnTThconstitutionar 
since Day 1,” attorney Michael 
Schwartz said. 

“He wasn’t waiting for the law 
to expire. He doesn’t time these 
things. It’s up to the patients to 
decide."* 

Kevorkian was present Saturday 
at the death of Margaret Garrish,. 

. 72, who suffered from rheumatoid 
, arthritis, colonic diverticulitis, 
osteoporosis and other ailments. 
Both legs had been amputated and 
she had lost an eye. 

It W*as the 21st death at which 
Kevorkian was .present since 1990 
but the first since Nov. 22, 1993. 

Oakland County Medical 
Examiner Ljubisa Dragovic ruled 
Garrish’s death a homicide, saying 
she couldn't have killed herself 
without someone’s help. 

Royal Oak police continued 
investigating the death' Sunday but 
dcclincd*to comment. Oakland 
County Prosecutor .Richard 
Thompson, who has charged 

KcYorkianjviih.murUcr. in_some_ 

previous deaths, declined to com- 
ment until after police complete 
their investigation. 

Kevorkian left a “certification of 


listing her diseases, her diagnosis,

physician’, Schwartz said. 
Kevorkian wasn’t at the house 
when police arrived. 

Kevorkian didn’t talk to police. 
Sunday. Schwartz said. He refused 
to reveal Kevorkian’s location but 
said he was in the Detroit area.

The last death Kevorkian was 
present for was the Nov. 22, 1993, 
death of Dr. Ali Khalili, 61, of Oak 
Brook, HI. Since then, Kevorkian 
was acquitted by a Detroit jury in 
the Aug. 4, 1993. death of Thomas 
Hyde, 30, of Novi. 


Amtrak facing cuts 
in a GOP Congress

SAND PATCH, Pa. — As the 
new silver double-decker cars of 
Amtrak’s Capitol Limited climbed 
. through fall scenery to the summit 
. of the Allegheny Mountains recent- 
ly, lounge-ear attendant Don 
McCarthy leaned to a window and 
exclaimed, “Isn’t America wonder- 
ful?" 

But the pleasant day and brand- 
new Supcrlincr cars making their 
first regular trip to the East Coast 
could not mask the fact that the 
national passenger-train network is 
about to undergo major changes — 
and could well pose one of the first 
crises to face the new Republican 
Congress. 

Amtrak has been beset by a bur- 
geoning deficit. Its ridership — 
affected by unreliable schedules, 
cheaper air fares and recent high- 
profile wrecks that have become 
the butt of late-night television 
jokes — is not growing. Its operat- 


aging equipment and last year’s 
severe winter. 

' And now the corporation faces 
/ both a GOP Congress preaching 
budget cuts and negotiations with ■ 
freight railroads demanding more 
money for running Amtrak train’s 
over their tracks. 

“1- think t he y have run out of time 
and- the ability to keep things

Transportation Sioctary Mortimer 
L. Downey. \ 

Decisions on v manv cost-cutting 
measures, including /oute cuts, arc _ 
likely to be made at Amtrak’s 
December board meeting..

tackling its first 100 days. 

Republican legislators could be 
forced to choose between their 
desire to cut government and their 
desire to keep hometown trains run- 
ning. There is general agreement 
that decisions on Amtrak’s future 


must be made quickly. 

“When the leadership up. there 
starts putting together an A-to-Z 
budget plan, Amtrak comes up 
early in the alphabet," Downey 
said. 

The past is no clear guide to how • 
a GOP Congress will deal with 
Amtrak. While talking tough and 
vocally supporting budgets submit- 
ted by Presidents Ronald Reagan 
and George Bush- that would have 
killed all Amtrak subsidies. 
Republicans have often voted with 
.Amtrak in the final crunch, and 
GOP members generally have 
proved just as stubborn in protect- 
ing their routes as Democrats. 

In the last Amtrak vote — to cut 
its budget 1 0 percent — a substan- 
tial number of Republicans voted 
no, including speaker-to-be Newt 
Gingrich, R-Ga. With the 1996 
Olympics approaching, Atlanta is 
building a new transportation center 
that will.includc Amtrak, mass tran- 
sit and commuter trains as well 


Amtrak faces a projected budget 
dcfic.it qf about SI 95 million for the- 
current fiscal year. New president 
Thomas Downs already has begun 
slashing costs, moving service deci- 
sions from Washington headquar- 
ters to three "business units" in 
•Philadelphia, Chicago and Los. 
Angeles. Ifl the process, he is cut- 
ting 600 managerial jobs, mainly 
through-buyouts. 

Downs estimates the cuts will 
save S30 million this fiscal year. He 
said other savings can come from .

If you’re one of the millions, of Ameri- 
cans who are afraid to walk the streets be- 
cause of crime, you will be pleased to 
Icam that federal law-enforcement authori- 
ties have finally decided to take stem ac- 
tion against a shipment of frozen scallops. 



Really. According to an Associated

Setting priorities is the key to

light. “Wc try to get people to plan 
and commit to exe rcise by writing 
— dowrrlrnrptannerwMt they're going ~ 
to do each day,” says Sara Jane 
Vinson, nutrition chief for O’Connor 
Hospital’s Lighten Up For Life pro- 
gram. “When you don’t plan for 
exercise, it’s really easy to say, ’I’ll 
— start jt.next-weck. or after the first of_ 
the year,’ which happens a lot this 
time of year.”

“When 
people feci they’re being deprived, 
they gel angry and throw all’ caution 
to (he wind and say, ‘I’m going to eat 
whatever I want. It doesn’t matter.’ 

• “Moderation is the key. If you 
overeat one day, walk a little longer 
the next day and eat a little less fat. 
You can balance it out) if you stay 
aware of what you’re doing.” 

Other strategies: . 

• Keep a daily log of what you 
cat, .because people with weight 
problems can over-cxnggcratc — or 
underestimate — their consumption. 

• Eat the best and leave the Vest. 
Eat turkey, vegetables and carbohy- 
drates such as potatoes and sweet 
potatoes and avoid fatty sauces, 
heavy in butter and cream, such as 
boJJandflisc and gravies.

Study holds promise for pre-eclampsia 



; In an era when AIDS and other 
sexually transmitted diseases have 
put a damper on the national libido, a 
new finding offers a glimmer of 
hope for erotic passion. 

Researchers studying pre-cclamp- 
sia,.a common and serious. com plica- 
tion of pregnancy, have found that 
healthy doses of sex in the year prior 
to becoming pregnant may lower a 
woman’s odds of developing the 
life-threatening disorder. 

The new findings add credence to 
an increasingly popular theory that 
pre-eclampsia is in part an jinmuno- 
logical disorder, in which thc^molh- 


cells in the embryo bearing the 
father’s genes. The research suggests 
this rejection can be prevented if the 
woman builds up a tolerance to the 
man’s genes by gettipg exposed to 
his semen as often as possible before 
she becomes pregnanft 
The mechanism may be similar to 
thnt b chintLnllcrgy^shnlyin-which a 


injections of an irritant eventually 
becomes desensitized to it 
"Now we can begin to send a sim- 
ple message to women," said Picrre- 
Yvcs Robillard, the French doctor 
who led the latest study. "Ladies, if 
you want to make a baby with a new 
partner , pl ease have sex, but wait 
one year before becoming pregnant.”" 
Prc-cclampsia is one of the most 
common complications of pregnan- 
cy, affecting about 10 percent of all 
women worldwide or about 400,000 
Americans last year. 

At the heart of the syndrome is a 
mysterious rise in blood pressure in 
the mother late in pregnancy. The 
buildup restricts the flow of blood 
"anu nutrients to uic Ictus — in many 
cases causing growth retardation or 
fetal death — and puts the mother at 
risk of a stroke or seizures. Doctors 
prescribe bed rest to help affected 
women keep their blood pressure 
down. 

But if symptoms progress re 
include vision abnorma lities, higher 


amounts of protein in the urine, early 
delivery is required by Caesarean 
section or induction of labor. 

Scientists understand little about 
the underpinnings of prl'-cclampsia. 
They know the placenta in such 
cases is not attached to the uterine 
lining as securely as it should be. 

Apparently the carl icsrdcvclopihg 
fetal cells — those forming the pla- 
centa — fail to penetrate properly 
into the tiny spiral arteries in the 
mother’s womb that will serve as a 
lifeline for the developing child. 
Women with a history of high Blood 
pressure or blood-vessel abnormali- 
ties arc at increased risk, and there 
seems to be an inherited genetic 
Tompon'uiu.
